Lonpox, Nov. 29.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.]

ON A BURNING TUG. 


Four Men in a Perilous Position on Lake 

Cuicaco, Nov,” the Associ- 
gted Press.]| Forover an hour today 
on wintry Lake Michigan four men 
sMred full in face of what seemed to 
be inevitable death. They were aboard 
the tug John Miller, which, wrapped in 
flames, was'running at full speed ina 
great circle. The men had only buck- 
ets tocelay the moment when appar- 
ently they would have to decide whether 
to burn or drown. The tug Welcome 
sighted the smoke and flame of the 


burning tug, but the waves were run- 


ning so high that the Welcome was long 
delayed. At last she succeeded in 
steaming close to the Miller, and by al- 
Most superhuman exertions took aboard 
the scorched and exhausted seamen. 

The Welcome took fire and only 
prompt measures prevented her de- 
struction. The four men who escaped 
from the Miller were Capt. Peter Berry, 
Engineer James Berry, Fireman New- 
man anda deck hand. The Welcome 
was under command of Capt. Thomas 
Berry, brother ofthe Miller’s captain. 
The rescue took place five miles from 
shore. The fire is supposed to have 
originated in the explosion of a lamp. 
After driving the engineer and wheel- 
man from their posts it disabled the 
steering apparatus, which had been set 
by Capt. Berry to head straight for 
port instead of making the huge circle 
that so nearly proved the doom of him- 
self and the men. 


A Year's Railway Statistics.

panies operate 47.51 per cent. of the total 
mileage. The total gross income of rail. 
roads was $1,051,877,632. Seventy-four 
companies receive 80 per cent. of this 
amount. The total number of locomotives is 
29.928, 8384 passenger and 16,140 freight. 
The number of cars is 1,164,138, of 
which 26,511 are passenger. The total 
number of men employed is 749,301. The 
total capitalization of railway property is 
$9,894.483,400. The total passengers 
carried during the year were 492,430,865, 
and the total tons of freight transported 
was 636,441,617. .Thenumber of persons 
killed in accidents during the year was 
6320 and the injured 29,034.

San Francisco, Nov. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A dispatch from Man- 
zanillo, Mexico, states that the steamer 
Roseville arrived there and reports 
passing at sea the wreck of the brig 
Tahiti. The vessel had evidently been 
capsized at least a month ago. Part of 


the rigging had been cut away, but the | dened 
The Toledo Railway Wreck More Serious 


masts were still standing. Most of the 
boats remained by the ship, showing 
probably that all hands had been lost. 

The Tahiti created a sensation last 
September by putting into Drake's Bay, 
north of here, in distress, with a cargo 
of 270 Gilbert isianders, on their way 
to Mexico under a contract to work at 
starvation wages. The natives were 
practically slaves, and there was much 
talk of seizing the vessel. Collector 
Phelps, however, decided that he had 
no power to detain her, and she sailed 
away. It now appears that all the na- 
tives and acrew of officers and men, 
291 in all, have been lost and the first 
attempt at landing “blackbirds” in 
Mexico is a failnre. 


VESSELS COLLIDE. 
A Tugboat Crushed to Pieces by the 
Steamer Wilmington. 

Astonia (Or.,) Nov. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] While making a land- 
ing here this afternoon the steamship 
Wilmington, from Portland, was blown 
against thetug Astoria, which was lying 
at the dock. The Wilmington crushed 
the tug’s entire side in, breaking a num- 
ber of ribs and springing every 
timber inher. She immediately began 
to sink. The boiler and engines of 
the tug were knocked out of place 
andthe steam pipes and connections 
were broken in all parts ofthe hold, 
rendering the tug helpless. The 
steamer Willipa and the Governmnt tug 
George W. Mendal went tothe assist- 
ance of the Astoria and towed her toa 
place of safety onthe beach. The As- 
toria is one of the best tugs on the bar. 
She is owned by the A. N. Simpson Com- 
pany of San Francisco, and is valued at 
$45,000. 

The loss will not fall short of $10,- 
000, and a new hull may have to be 
constructed before she is fit for service. 


The Wilmington was not injured and 


will proceed on her way to San Fran- 
cisco tomorrow. 


HIGHBINDER FEUDS. 


Mongol Murderers Keeping the San Fran- 
cisco Police Busy. 

San Francisco, Nov. 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Since the murder of 
On Hing Keong in the Jackson Street 
Theater last Friday evening the high- 
binders have been very quiet. There 
are two reasons for this: First, there 
are many more police on duty in the 
Chinese quarter than usual; and, sec- 
ond, well-known highbinders are being 
arrested and charged with vagrancy. 
Ten have been arrestedso far. Ifthe 
police are prevented from capturing 
the murderers by the silence of all the 
Chinese in the city, they are bound to 
make as much trouble for the Chinese 
outlaws as possible. 

For all the apparent calm the spirit 
of war stillhovers in Chinatown.

The responsibility for the accident is 
not determined. The railroad officials 
as yet have made no statement, but the 
Coroner is hard at work. 


a HAD A CLOSE CALL. 


A Crank Fires Three Shots at Rev. Dr. 
John Hall. 

New York, Nov. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] As Dr. John Hall, pastor 
of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, was passing from the church to 
the parsonage adjoining, just after the 
close of the morning service today, a 
man named John G. Rath, a German, 
aged 45, fired three shots at the rev- 
erend gentleman.

MELVILLE’S REPORT. 


He Says There is ‘Great Need of More En- 
gineers in the Navy. 


Wasuincton, Nov. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press. Commodore Melville, 
Chief of Steam Engineering, has sub- 
mitted his annualreport. After detail- 
ing the work accomplished during the 
past year, and condition of the ma- 
chinery of vessels, the report touches 
upon the needs of the various navy 
yards. 

By far the most important feature of 
the report is Commodore Melville's 
statement touching the personnel of the 
engineer corps. He says: is with 
regret that I am again compelled to re- 
port the number of engineer off-

performance of the duties be- 
longing to them, and to emphasize 


the fact that unless measures are at 
once taken to remedy this condition and 
stop the steady decrease in numbers 
we shall before long have a pain- 
ful awakening by a serious break- 
down or accident on some _ of 
the vessels. There is a. limit 
to even a naval engineer's endurance, 
and while the officers of the engineer 
corps will do their best to. make all 
needful repairs and keep in efficient con- 
dition the magnificent machinery of the 
new vessels, they can go no further 
than the limit of their physicalstrength. 
When this is reached the machinery 
must take care of itself.’’ 

The Commodore says the number of 
engineer officers should be at least 300, 
and even this number is inadequate 
supplemented by a sufticient 
number of intelligent and skilled ar- 
tificers and well-trained firemen,

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Encouraging Reports from Chicago—The 
San Diego Exhibit. 

Frank Wiggins, of the Chamber of 
Commerce, is in receipt of a letter from 
S. J. Mathes dated Chicago, November 
24. In it he says: 

I went today and called on Chief Samuels; 
was received very cordially and made to 
feelathome. Mr. Samuels expressed the 
greatest interest in California's exhibit, 
and showed a willingness to do all in his 
power to assist the work of preparation in 
any way possible. He was particularly well 
pleased when told that you were preparing 
to plant an orange grove. Ofcourse he had 
heard the scheme talked of, but to know 
that you were actually at work onit and 
preparing on so large a scale gave him 
great satisfaction. He informed me that a 
Mr. Mann of Florida was also engaged in 
the orange grove business for the Fair, and 
he had arranged sothat if each of the two 
States wished it they might have in the 
court of the great Horticultural building a 
space equal to an acre anda fifth each for 
trees, intending tomake this a competitive 
exhibit, and as it would be inclosed it could 
be kept in good shape from opening to close 
of the great Fair. Aside from this he will 
arrange for a grove outside as large as you 
choose tomake it. He has some grounds at 
his disposal at a short distance from the 
main buildings, and which you might deem 
too remote, but it could be led to by an av- 
enue of oranges and palms and other trop- 
ical trees and shrubs, so that it 
might be an attraction rather than a 
hindrance. He has another place still. On 
the lithographs of the grounds itis marked 
‘Wooded Island.”’ It is an island con- 
structed largely of the earth from the 
excavations of the huge buildings about it. 
This is elevated and uneven and Mr. Sam. 
uels has proposed to make it the beauty-spot 
of the grounds, filling it with the choicest 
of foliage and flowering plants and trees. 
He expressed a willingness, however, to 
give up a few acres of this choice spot for 
orange trees, if thought best. here," 
he suggested, ‘‘you can show the practical 
methods of irrigation.’’ To one unaccus- 
tomed to it, irrigation is thoughtto be a 
serious, even aterrible, thing. And as the 
Fair is to be an educator you can show how 
the irrigation is accomplished and 
how little trouble when once prepared for 
it. 

You will find afriend and helper in Mr. 
Samuels. Henotonly bears’ no animosity 
or ill-will towards our State or its citizens 
but seems determined to disarm all opposi- 
tion to him that mav be cherished by some 
of our people. Altogether it seems better 
that the chief horticultural officer should 
have been selected from without our bor- 
ders, for with the present.chief :we shall 
have a fair field and we, ask no fa VOrs.

Los Angeles has been entertaining a 
large body of young people during the 
past three days, delegates from all over 


People's Christian Endeavor conven- 
tion, which closed its sessions last night 
at 5 o'clock with the beautiful conse- 
cration service. These Christian. En- 
deavors are celebrated the world over 
fortheir zeal and enthusiasm, and, judg- 
ing from the representation here, they 
are well worthy of the reputation they 
have won. A more intelligent, intel- 
lectual and handsome body of young 
people it would be hardto find. They 
have exploded entirely oild- 
fashioned theory that a person in order 
to be a Christian must go about with a 
jong face. They enter into their re- 
ligious work with the same enthusiasm 
which a business inau puts into his basi. 
ness or a professional man into his pro- 
fession, and Los..Angeles will always 
esteem it a pleasure to extend her hos- 
pitality to these earnest, bright young 
people. 

At 7 o'clock yesterday morning a 
large number of them gathered at the 
Y.M.C.A. Hall for their sunrise praver- 
meeting. Testimonies and pravers fol- 
lowed in rapid succession and the hour 
was not long enough to give everybody 
an opportunity to take part in the 
meeting. 
At 3:30.p.m. a mass-meeting was 
held at the First Presbyterian Church, 
preceded by a model prayer mecting at 
the hall.

Angeles citizens and the large audi- 
torium below filled up rapidly with the 
delegates and other young people who 
came to enjoy the services.

Stream correspondent, S. F. Denton. 
Near this gentleman’s home in Welles- 
ley, Mass., there is a small sink hole 
about 100 feet in diameter, known as 
Schoolhouse Pond. During Mr. Den- 
ton’s boyhood this was full of catfish or 
horn pouts and contained no other fish. 
About eight or ten years ago a fishing 
party, on their return from a trip, had 
a pail of bait minnows left over. One 
‘‘Boys, it’s too bad to 
throw these minnows away; let’s put 
them in Schoolhouse Pond.’’ Into the 
pond they went, and today the water is 
filled with them; they can be caught in 


enormous numbers and are just the size | 


for bait; but not a single horn pout nor 
any other fish except the minnow is to 
be found there. Water plants are plen- 
tiful and frogs too, but the minnow fills 
the category of fishes and supplies the 
neighbo1hood with bait. These little 
fish resemble the shad in shape. The 
same fish abounds in Waban Lake, near 
Wellesley, and keeps the bass and pick- 
erel so well supplied that it is difficult 
to catch them with live minnows. As 
an illustration of their abundance, Mr. 
Denton remarked that on one occasion, 
when he and his friends~ had exhausted 
their supply of: bait, they took up all 
the captured fish lying in the bottom of 
the boat, turned them head downward,. 
shook them and obtained minnows 
enough in this way to continue fishing 
half the afternoon.

They are all farming, and claim their pos- 
sessions as homesteads. 

There having been a serious complaint 
made by certain persons styling themselves 
the ‘‘Kaweah Colonists,’’ and who claimed 
that they had been oppressively dealt with, 
a special report was received from Capt. 

Dorst as to what action had been taken to- 
‘ward them during his superintendency. It 
is not deemed necessary to here set forth 


Colony. nor its relations to the Department. 
Suffice it to say it was necessary, upon the 
reservation of this park, to decide against 
the claims of these colonists, on the ground 
that they had made application for merel, 
cash purchases of the land and the fina 
proofs had not been completed before the 
act of Congress was approved... The ease was. 
not free from some hardship. But the law 
in relation toit had been long and clearly 
established, and the decision could not be 
avoided. If relief is sought from Congress 
by request for reasonable compensation for 
actual improvements, ,inmy judg-. 
ment, be granted. But from all the facts 
in the case there does not seem to have 
been any such interference with the colo- 
nists at Atwell's mill, where they began 
the manufacture of lumber from sequota 
and other trees on a tract of patented land, 
as justifies the great complaint made. 
There was no force used; and as soon 
as the land on hich they were was 
found to be patente%, the guard, by direc- 
tion of the department, was confined to the 
vacant sections and townships in the park. 

Referring to payment of pensions, 
the Secretary says: 

The sums of money thus expended from 
the national treasury have been indeed 
large, but this has not interfered with lib- 
eral administration of the

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MURDERED BY TRAMPS. 
Frightful Crime Early Yesterday 
Morning. 


A Southern Pacific Watchman Shot 
and Instantly Killed. 
The Two Men Who Did the Deed 
Behind the Bars. 3 


One of Them’Probably Fatally Wounded— 
What the Railroad People Say 
mtatements of the 
Murderers. 


Sam Leffler, the night watchman at 
the Southern Pacific yards on San Fer- 
ndo street, was shot and instantly 
ined yesterday morning shortly after 


box car standing on a sidetrack in the 
yards. The murderers were captured 
shortly after the deed was committed, 
and are now in jail, one of them shot 
through the face by Leffler before he 
was finally overpowered and killed. 
The“ men are Slavs, and give the 
names of Andro Kandalec and Jonan 
Kormis.' They only arrived in the city 
last Friday, and say they came from 
New Orleans. 
‘DETAILS OF THE CRIME. 

Ata few minutes past 6 o'clock yes- 
terday morning Fred Whitney, of -the 
Southern Pacific yardmaster’s office at 
the San Fernando street depot, tele- 
phoned to the central police station 
the news that Sam Leffler, the compa- 
ny’s night watchman, had just been 
murdered. 

Mounted Officer Leverich was hurried 
to the scene by Clerk Bean, and Detec- 


tive Bosqui, who sleeps at the station, | 


was awakened and arrived at the depot 
a few minutes later. | 

Not more than half a dozen men were 
in the yards at that early hour, but they 
had gathered around the body of the 
dead watchman, which had just been 
found on a pile of heavy bridge timbers 
at the lower end of the yard, and all 
were greatly excited. . 

An examination of the body by the 
officers showed that death had taken 
place only a few minutes before their 
arrival, as even the extremities were 
still warm. The timbers and the 
ground and tracks for. several yards 
around were covered with blood, show- 
ing that a terrible struggle had taken 
place, and from the tracks it was evi- 
dent that several persons had been en- 
gaged in the fight. 

MURDERERS CAPTURED. 

The officers had hardly reached the 
scene when another telephone message 
reached the station to the effect that 
two Italians had been detained ina 
restaurant on New Main street near the 
depot, and as one of them was badly 
wounded the proprietor thought the 
police had better investigate the mat- 
ter. 

The patrol wagon was sent to the 
restaurant, and after the officers had 
questioned the Italians the best they 
could, for they could not or would not 
talk English, they decided that they 
had something to do with Leffler’s mur- 


and taken to the scene of the murder. 

They were. at once recognized by the 
yardmen as a couple that were. driven. 
from,the yards the night before by Lef 
fler, and on the suggestion of someone 
the men were searched for weapons, 
and Leffier’s pistol was found on the 
person of the uninjured Italian. 

This was proof positive that the two 
men were implicated in the murder, as 
two charges had been fired from the 
pistol, one bullet entering the left cheek 
of the Italian and the other Leffler’s 
head just above the right eye. Leiiler 
died almost instantly, but the Italian 
managed, with the assistance of his 
companion, to get away. 

AT THE SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. | 

When a Times reporter reached the 
scene of the tragedy a few hours later 
all evidence of the terrible deed had 
been removed, except the blood on the 
timbers and ground where the struggle 
took place, but a number of excited 


The first man looked up was Harry 
Betsworth, who found the body. He 
made the following statement: 

A few minutes after 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing I was going to work, and on passing the 
pile of bridge timbers I noticed a lunch 
basket on the ground in front ot an empty 
freight car. Thinking one of the men had 
lost it I picked it up and walked a few steps 
further, when I noticed a hat on a pile of 
logs, and climbed up to see what had be- 
come of the owner. 

The logs were parted in the middle and 
there was room enough fof several men to 
conceal themselves from the view of any 

-one passing on the tracks near by. I 
looked down and was horrified to see the: 


vinced me from the clothing that it was 
Sam Leffler, the night watchman. He was 
on his face, anda log had been pulled over 
his head and body concealing everything 
was’so frightehed for a few mitrtes 
that I could not speak, but as soon asI 
recovered I called R. H. Mallaby, another 
yard man who was near by, and he came to 
my assistance. We hurried to the yard- 


master’s office as soon as we were sure that. 


Sam was dead, and Mr. Whitney telephoned 

for the police. I don’t know how the fight 

took place, as the first I knew of it was 
- when I discovered the body. 

R. H. Mallaby Leffler’s companion of 
the evening before the killing, has prob- 
ably thrown more light onthe affair 
than anyone else. 
he said: 


Atabout 6 o'clock last night SamandI. 


were walking down the yards when we no. 
ticed the tall Italian, or the one that was 
shot in the jaw, fooling around the empty 
box cars, and as they came infrom the 

. south Friday night, concealed in a box car, 
and as they said they were from New 
Orleans on their way to San Francisco and 
were asking the men about the freight 
trains going north, Sam said he would 
drive thé fellow from the yards. Sam 
watked over to the pile of lumber where 
his body was found a few hours ago, and 
found the Italian's baggage, consisting of a 
couple of valises and two bundles of 
blankets or quilts. He picked them up and 
told the big Italian to go up the 
hill toward Buena Vista street. The fellow 
could not talk English and refused to 
g0 until Sam took him by the arm and mo- 
tioned him up the hill. The fellow went a 
short distance when he started back, but 
Sam hurried to him and turned him toward 
town and kicked him several times. 

Sam then returned to me, thinking the fel- 
low would leave the company's grounds, 
but we had not gone more than ten steps 
when we looked back and saw him coming 
down the hillagain. We walked back and 
Sam marched him across the vards and out 
to San Fernando street by the ice house. 
He turned on Sam once or twice and Sam 
slapped his face. Just as we passed the ice 
house the fellow called ‘Francisca Fran- 
cisco” and a smaller Italian came from 
among the carsand joined him. We recog: 
nized him as the man who came in with the 
big, fellow the night before. They jab- 
bered for a few minutes in an excited 
manner, when the big one placed his hand 
inhis breast, asif he intended to draw a 
knife, and started for Sam, but Sam picked 
up a stone and fired it at him, when:he re- 
turned and the two disappeared. Sam and 


When interviewed 


with him during the night. He was sure 
that he would have trouble with them dur- 
ing the night,’ for they threatened to get 
even as they left. 
back if I could get away, but I found it im- 
possible when I reached home. 

Sam was seen several times during the 
night and at 6 o'clock this morning at the 
yardmaster’s office, when he started for 
home. He said nothing about the Italians 
and it is supposed that he did not see them 
untiba few minutes later; when the fight 
that resulted in his death took place. 

My theory isthat Sam remembered where 
the men had their baggage in the pile of 
bridge timbers the evening betore when we 
drove them from the yards, and he made up 
his mind after he started home to go by and 
seeif they were there. An empty box car 
had been placed in front ot the pile, and I 
believe that as Sam passed between 
the pile and this car the _ Italians, 
who were concealed in it, jumped 
on him and the fatal fight was in 
progress almost instantly. To prove this 
theory the Italians had placed in the car 
a broken king-bolt.and a fish-plate. The 
king-bolt was still inthe car, but the plate 
was found on the ground in front of the 
car and was covered with blood. The men, 
who are both more powerful than Sam, had 
him down and were getting away with him 
when he drew his pistol and shot the big 
one in the jaw. The fiends then got 
possession of the pistol and . while 
Sam was down one of them, most 
probably the small one, him, 
killing him almost instantly. They then 
packed or dragged him up on the lumber 
pile and concealed his body as best they 
could. The blood onthe logs and ground, 
Iam satisfied, is from the wounded Italian, 
for he bled like a stuck pig, and after they 
had concealed Sam’s body he sat down on 
the logs and must have bled several pints, 

as the logs.are covered with blood.

44 AFTER THE MURDER. 

After the fight, which had so dread- 
fula termination, the murderers left 
their dead or dying victim just where 
-he fell, and fied from the scene of their 
horrible crime. An hour later, how- 
ever, Kormis, the shorter of the two 
men, presented himself at.Mrs. J. L. 
Cockett’s restaurant, at No. 116 New 
Main street, and in broken English 
gave her to understand that he wished 
to leave some baggage there for a few 
hours, until a train left the city. She 
told him that he might do so and he 
then went away, presumably to get his 
traps. In less than ten minutes he re- 
turned, accompanied by the wounded 
man, Kandalec, who presented a 
horrible appearance, his jaw. being 
broken and his clothing saturated 
with blood, which still flowed from his 
wounded face. Kormis. who car- 
ried several bundles of blankets and 
clothing, deposited his burden, and at- 
tempted to explain his companion’s 
condition by stating that they had been 
ina fight. As Kandalec was suffering 
considerably from his injured jaw, Mrs. 
Cockett gave him a towel, with which 
to bind up his wound; and while this 
operation was being performed, her 


home. He of course inquired about the 
strange guests, and on hearing from his 
wife the story that Kormis. had related 
to her, his suspicions were at once 
aroused. Acting under his instructions, 
Mrs. Cockett talked to Kormis, and in- 
duced the strange couple to enter the 
restaurant, her husband meanwhile go- 

ng to the nearest telephone and notify- 


ously a message was received at the. po- 
lice station from the San Fernando 
‘street depot to the effect that Leffler 
had been murdered, his body having 
just been found. Detective Bosqui was 
dispatched to investigate the matter, 
‘and while on his way down to the scene 
of the murder met Sergeant Fletcher 
and dispatched him to Cockett’s place. 
‘The authorities had then no idea that 
there was any connction between the 
two mysterious affairs, but as soon as the 


doubts were dispelled. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cockett kept the men at 
the restuarant until Sergeant Fletcher 
appeared and placed them under arrest, 
when they were conveyed in the patrol 
wagon to the City Jail. Dr. Bryant was 
summoned to attend to Kandalec’s in- 
jury, an@ it was learned that the 
wounded man had been shot in the left 
cheek, the bullet having broken the jaw 
bone and ranging downward passed 
through the neck and lodged under the 
rightshoulder. Ashe could or would not 
speak English, it was impossible to ob- 
tain any statement of the affair from 
him, but upon searching Kormis a 88- 
caliber pistol was found in one of his 
pockets, two chambers of which were 
empty. 
THE MURDERER’S STATEMENT. 

Upon being questioned, Kormes 
stated he and Andro Kandalec, his com- 
panion, were Slavonians, and had only 
been in town since Friday last, when 
they arrived from Gila Bend. They put 
up at a cheap lodging-house on Ord 
street, but on Saturday night they 
slept in a box car at the San Fernando 
‘street yard. yesterday morning they 
arose about 6 o’clock and he left his 
companion and their bundles for a few 
moments, and walked across the tracks 


feet away. While he was there he heard 
two shots and at once ran back to see 
what had happened. He found Kanda- 
lec bleeding profusely from a hole in his 
left jaw, and near him lay the body of 
another man. Kandalec hastily ex- 
plained that he and his unconscious vic- 
tim had had a fight, and without wait- 
ing to hear the particulars, he picked 
up their bundles and, followed by his 
companion, fled. He was unable to ac- 
count for the fact that the pistol was in 
his possession. 
_ THEORY OF THE POLICE. 

The theory of the police, and it is a 
very plausible one, is that Kormis’s 
story is correct up to the point where 
he heard the first shot, which was prob- 
ably fired by Leffler. The true inward- 
ness of the affair will probably never be 


cept the suspects themselves; but the 
supposition is that Kormis, after hearing 
the shot, ran back and finding Kandalec 
and the deceased clinched, dealt the 
watchman a blow with his fist or some 
blunt weapon, and assisted in downing 
him, when he disarmed their victim 
and shot him with his own pistol. This 
theory is confirmed by the course of the 
bullet wound'which killed the unfortu- 
nate watchman.

His left eye was very badly discolored 
and there was a contused wound in the 
corner ofthat optic, which had evi- 
dently been inflicted with the corner of 
some blunt’instrument. His right eye 
was also bruised, and there were 
scratches and abrasions on his right 
temple,jawandear. 
| THE MURDERED MAN. 
Leffler, who came to this city from 


nando street depot most of the time, 
but for a while he was-at the Arcade 
Depot as assistant baggage-master, and 
is well liked by all the men. de is 
about 40 years of age and leaves a wife 
and four young children. They live in 
East Los Angeles on Pasadena avenue. 

His friends believed that he was 
robbed after he was murdered, as the 
pay Car was here Friday and he did not 
leave all his money at home. About 
$380was foundon the murderers. 

When Coroner Weldon reached the 
scene of the murder there was consid- 
erable talk among the railroad men about 
lynching the murderers, but the Coroner 
talked them out of it and assured them 
that justice will be done. 

The inquest will be held at 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

_, Yesterday afternoon Officer McKeag, 


of the East Side station, learned that 


an old man has been in the habit of 
sleeping under a tree within twenty 
feet of where the murder was commit- 
ted, so he started out to look him up. 

He was found at 8 o’clock last night 
by Officer McKeag in his trunk. He 
gave the name of W.G. Johnson, and 
stated that he had been sleeping there 
for a long time. 

He wastaken to the central police 
station and questioned. He admitted 
that he heard the men fighting, and also 
the pistol shots, but saw nothing, as he 
did not get up. 

He says Leffler’s voice could be plainly 
heard ordering the men “out of the car. 
He is satisfied that there were two of 
‘them in the car, and as soon as they got 
In less than a min- 
ute two shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession, and all was quiet. Had the old 
man jumped up when he first heard 
Leffler’s voice he would haveseen the 
whole thing, and it may be possible that 
he did, for he was badly frightened at 
being arrested, and did not care to talk.

HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF LOS

SECTION 1. Every person regularly en- 
gaged, or hereafter engaged, in the business 
of auctioneering either his own goods, or 
goods of others, at a fixed place or other- 
wise, shall pay a license tax therefor at the 
rate of twenty dollars per quarter. 

SEC. Every rincipally or 
wholly engaged in banking, loaning money 
atinterest, or in buyingor Sselling notes 
bonds or other evidences of indebtedness of 
rivate persons, or in buying or sellin 
State, county or city stock, or other evi: 
dences of State. county or city indebtedness, 
or stocks or notes, bonds or other evidences 
of indebtedness of p companies, 
shall pay a license tax at the rate of ten dol- 
lars per quarter.

Another Test Case to be Brought Against 
the Southern Pacific.” . 


A leading San Francisco tea firm 
offered the Southern Pacific 24,075 
pounds of tea for shipment to Chicago 
Friday, and asked for the same rate that 
is given to that city from Yokohama, 
tendering the company $240.75, or 1 
cent a pound, whichis the Yokohama 
rate. This tender was refused by the 
agents of the company, and so, under 
protest, the full amount of the local

Commerce Commission. The Chronicle 
says that last January W. H. Sears, 
representing the San Francisco Cham- 


ber ot Commerce, obtained a decision 


by the Commission at Washington 
against the Southern Pacific Company 
for charging more for hauling téa from 


_ San Francisco to. Eastern. points than 


was charged 


over its line from 
Yokokama. 


The commission decided | 
that inland traffic must bear no 
higher rate than traflic originat- 
ing outside the United States, if 
it is of the same nature, and 
hauled under the same circumstances 
and conditionis. The decision became 
effective on May 5 last, and soon after 
that date the railroad people fixed the 
minimum weight at which tea ship- 
ments would be received for 1 cent a 
pound from,Yokohama to Chicago at 
24.000 pounds, this being done to ex- 
clude the San Francisco shippers, who 
asually send tea East in smaller quan- 
hiuies, from the enjoyment ofthe 1 cent 
rate. This action, the tea merchants 
say. has driven all the smaller ship- 
ments of tea from Japan from the San 
Francisco route and they are now going 
either via the Suez Canal or by the 
Canadian and Northern Pacific lines.
